treasured stories handed down through 
generations. Celebrated mural artist Xoé 
Hall (Kai Tahu) shares her interpretation 
of a Kai Tahu creation story, showing 
Rakinui staring longingly across at the 
wild beauty of Papatūānuku, separated 
by their children so that Te Ao Marama, 
the world of light, could emerge. 
Papatüanuku's former lover Takaroa 
appears at one side, creating a space 
of bounty to sustain future generations. 
Aoraki and his brothers rise from the 
whenua, while Pounamu, descendant of 
Takaroa, adorns the mural throughout.

In 2014 the DPAG established a biennial exhibition programme 
that explores aspects of contemporary art in Otepoti Dunedin. 
Suite 2023 is the fifth project in this series, bringing together four 
new solo exhibitions from Kate Fitzharris, Madison Kelly (Kai Tahu, 
Kati Mamoe, Pakeha), Motoko Kikkawa, and Hannah Joynt and 
Jane Venis, who work collaboratively as Small Measures. 

Kate Fitzharris plays with scale, material and form, unpacking and 
celebrating the relationships and histories carried by objects across 
time. Madison Kelly uses drawing and percussion as embodied 
entry points for learning and sharing whakapapa of our mokomoko/ 
lizards, kohatu/rocks and wai/water. Through fluid and digital media, 
Motoko Kikkawa presents a personal skyscape that is shaped by a 
responsiveness to our current world and its possible futures; while

Taloi Havini (Nakas Tribe, HaKó people) isa conte 9 currently lives and works from 
Brisbane, Australia. She was born in Arawa, Autonomous ougainville, moving as a child 
to Sydney in 1990, when her family was forced to-flee-thexese ing conflict between Bougainville 
and Papua New Guinea. As the Dunedin Public Aft Gallery Creative New Zealand Toi Aotearoa 
International Visiting Artist for 2023, Taloi worked in collaboration with her mother, Marilyn Havini to 
create Shared Aspirations — an installation that reaches in their family’s archives to explore aspects 
of the Bougainville peace process, and the ongoing struggle for independence. The exhibition 
traces a journey of environmental degradation and unresolved conflict - bringing into sharp focus 
the contrast between root causes of conflict and he picturesque beauty of Bougainville.

In Toroa / Toloa Dr Sione Faletau responds to Hone Tuwhare's 
Toroa: Albatross poem by combining digitally rendered kupesi 
patterns with the sweet sounds of a Fangufangu Tongan nose 
flute. Like Toroa, treasured taonga in Te Ao Maori, Toloa is 

the name given to the Southern Cross in Tonga and has been 
essential for navigation by Tongan tipuna, orienting themselves 
and allowing them to find their way home.
